Claims 1 through 4 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as 
being anticipated by Salisbury, USPN 2,453,863, 

Claims 1 and 5 were indicated in the Advisory Action, and have been 
cancelled, so the presence of these claims in the application is not an 
impediment to allowance. 

It was indicated in the Advisory Action that the § 102(b) rejection 
based upon Salisbury has been overcome, and the status of dependent claims 
2 through 4 was indicated in the Advisory Action as being "objected to", but 
not "rejected". Therefore, claim 2 has been written into independent form 
by including the text of claim 1, and claims 3 and 4 depend from claim 2, 
and it is submitted that claims 2 through 4 are in condition for immediate 
allowance. 

Allowance of claims 2 through 4 is therefore respectfully requested.
